"In consequence of cases which have 


occurred of late, the German ambassa- 
dor has sent instructions to all German 
consuls in the United States to strong- 
ly impress upon German citizens living 
in their districts that it is their duty 
scrupulously to obey the laws of the 
state in which they reside." 


It was said at the German embassy 


that the instructions were designed to 
prevents plots or lawlessness on the 
part of German citizens who might be 
disposed to engage in such. 


The 
German 
government, it was 
said, looks with great disfavor on any 
such conduct, and desires they shall 
not engage in any undertaking in any 
way outside the law.

One.of the conservative strongholds, 
.although, there is a large 
liberal 
element there, Is the Presbytery of Cin- 
cinnati. Under rita care is the Lane 
'Theological seminary, long a citadel 
of orthodoxy.

Chicago, where McCormick Theologi- 
cal seminary is situated, and Pitts- 
iburgb, -which is sponsor for the West- 
ern Theological seminary.

CAN PRODUCE PULP 


FROM WOOD WASTE 


Result of Experiments at Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratory Demonstrates 
Practicability. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAXKTTE] 


Madison, \Vis., May IS.—As a result 


of laboratory experiments the utiliza- 
tion of fat stumps and other highly 
resinous wood waste by the extraction 
of valuable products looks more prom- 
ising than it has. Steam distillation 
only recovers the volatile constituents 
of the wood, while by destructive dis- 
tillation, the turpentine is contamin- 
ated with other products and brings a 
lower value than the steam distilled. 
But under these processes there has 
been no use. for the wood after the 
products had been extracted.

bluebird is one of the most familiar 
tenants of the farm and dooryard. 
Everywhere it ig .hailed as the har- 
binger of spring, and wherever it 
chooses to reside it IB sure of a warm 
welcome. This bird, like the robin, 
phoebe, house wren, and some swal- 
lows', is very domestic in its habits. 
Its favorite nesting Bites are crannies 
In the farm buildings or boxes made 
for its use or natural cavities in oid 
apple trees. For rent the bird pays 
amply, by destroying insects, and it 
takes no toll from the farm crop. The 
bluebird's diet consists of 68 per cent 
of insects to 32 per cent of vegetable 
matter: The largest items of insect 
food are grasshoppers first and beetles 
next,, while caterpillars stand third. 
All of these are harmful except a few 
of the beetles. 
The vegetable ' food 


consists chiefly of fruit pulp, only an 
insignificantjiortion of which is of cul- 
tivated varieties. Among wild, fruits 
elderberries are the favorite. Prom 
the above it will be seen that the blue- 
bird does no essential harm, but on 
the contrary eats many harmful and 
annoying insects.
